WASHINGTON, March 13— The 
new ly found inscriptions in 
a n ­ 
cient H ebrew which 
date 
back 
to the days of Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba w ere term ed “one 
ol the most valuable contributions 
ever made to Biblical history” to­ 
day by a language expert. 
Dr John P. H arrington of the 
Smithsonian Institution said 
the 
inscriptions, found in the so uth­ 
western corner of Palestine by a 
British archaeological expedition, 
may lead to far-reaching revisions 
of some parts of Biblical history. 
He explained they would add 
greatly not 
only 
to 
historical 
knowledge of Biblical tim es but 
also to knowledge of the ancient 
H ebrew language, 
which

out of active use in the dim past. 
Dr. H arrington said even Jesus 
Christ knew Hebrew' only 
as 
a 
"dead language.” much as school­ 
boys know Latin today.

"The Kingdom of Judah, during 
which the new ly found inscrip­ 
tions w ere w ritten and concern­ 
ing which the Book of Kings in 
the Bible relates 
flourished be­ 
tween 900-600 B. C . ” 
said

Harrington. 
“It was the old Kingdom of the 
Jew s and from its nam e in the 
ancient H ebrew 
language 
pro­ 
nounced Yehudah is derived the 
modern word ‘J e w ’. 
“The H ebrew Bible 
has 
been 
transm itted to us as 
copies 
of 
copies in the H ebrew , Aram aic or 
West Syriac, and Greek languages 
and corroboration of its events has 
hitherto come scarcely at all thru 
the finding of ancient archaeolo­ 
gical w ritings in these languages 
but from Egyptian and 
Babylo­ 
nian sources and 
from 
general 
lesults of Palestinian archaelogic- 
al studies. 
“It is therefore of the greatest 
linguistic as well as historical im ­ 
portance that 
inscriptions 
have 
been found in the H ebrew lang­ 
uage relating to this central pe­ 
riod of 
ancien 
Jew ish 
history. 
Every letter of these inscriptions

The cost of emergency repairs 
for division number ten highways 
damaged during last weeks’ rec 
ord flood will total $22, 737, G. J. 
Phillips, assistant division engin­ 
eer'in charge of maintenance, said 
in a report issued thi« week. 
Mr. Phillips made estimates for 
repairs after he had completed a 
two-day inspection tour of the di­ 
vision highways to examine every 
place where m ajor 
damage 
re 
suited from high water. 
Since highway 
officials 
were 
primarily interested in complet­ 
ing emergency 
repairs 
so 
that 
traffic could move over all routes 
without 
danger, 
maintenance 
crews last week began work in 
most places. And although by this 
week all repair work had not been 
completed, motorists were able to 
travel on all division highways by 
Wednesday night. The last 
two 
places to be reopened were Route 
51 at Zalma in the Castor river 
bottoms and Route 51 about three 
miles north of Fisk. More perma­ 
nent repairs will be made later 
on damaged roads. 
Damage to the division highway 
system was not as great as per­ 
sons at first thought, Mr. Phillips 
said. Highway department offici­ 
als account for this, he said, be­ 
cause “as soon as the flood was 
apparent in those places 
where 
damage was expected sand bags 
were placed to retard the velocity 
of the water and avoid shoulder 
wash and the loss of earth fills.” 
At these places, however, Mr. 
Phillips reported, workers 
were 
unsuccessful in their attempts to 
prevent damage: 
‘‘Castor River on Route 51 
at 
Zalma cut the highway fill in two 
in three different places on 
the 
river bottoms, displacing approxi­ 
mately 2000 yards of earth. 
“St. Francis river cut through 
Route 51 in two different places 
about three miles north of Fisk 
with a loss of approximately 4000 
cubic yards of earth at these two 
points. 
‘‘In Butler County on Route 62 
at the Black River bridge 
nyar 
Hendrickson approximately 
2000 
yards of earth was lost from the 
side of road fill across the Black 
River bottoms. 
“Black River also did consid­ 
erable damage on Route 53 be­ 
tween Poplar Bluff 
and 
Qulin. 
This highway is built of 9 foot 
concrete slab and 10 foot gravel 
surfacing. The 
gravel 
surfacing 
and earth fill was washed away in 
numerous places where the road 
is subject to 
over-flow 
waters 
from Black River.”

is

singer in verse. 
“Ten thousand welcomes, 
Jenny 
Lind, to thee,

Accompanied by her manager 
the renowned “Phineas” T. Bar-

make a ready choice between a 
dole and work relief.

rolls. 
The reason for the impasse is 
an alliance between two groups 
which ordinarily are sworn ene­ 
mies—and will be again once the 
relief bill is disposed of. In one 
group are those who, living 
in 
luxury themselves want to keep 
relief for the jobless down to a 
subsistence “dole” at 
whatever 
price in idleness and misery. In 
the other is the American Feder­ 
ation of Labor, which wants to 
keep high the nominal w’age rates 
per hour for its 
own 
members 
even though on 
m any 
projects 
that may reduce the num ber of 
hours work available for 
them ­ 
selves and others to zero. 
This is why Senator L. J. Dick­ 
inson of Iowa and other rock-rib­ 
bed Republicans voted with Sena- 
ton Huey P. “Share-the-W ealth” 
Long and the pro-labor bloc for 
the M cCarran 
am endm ent—not 
because they wanted to see wrages 
kept up but because they thought 
the am endm ent would defeat the 
bill. Many also apparently saw an 
opportunity to give the Adm in­ 
istration a black 
eye.

sometimes considered sm art poli­ 
tical strategy, but Raymond Clap­ 
per in the Washington Post, re­ 
calling a Hooverian phrase, calls 
it “playing politics with

charge with “selling out to San­ 
ta CLaus.”

WORK RELIEF THAT WILL 
WORK 
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Beset by am endm ents from two 
sides, the Roosevelt A dm inistra­ 
tion plan for work relief instead 
of doles and at a "security wage” 
rather than at "prevailing wage^", 
still commends itself as the best 
way of dealing with a 
difficult 
situation. 
Just as surely as activity is bet­ 
ter than inactivity, it is better to 
give people som ething to do than 
to give them something for no­ 
thing. For this reason the Adams 
Am endment in the Senate 
sub­ 
committee. proposing to 
reduce 
the $4,880,000,000 
appropriation 
to $2,880,00.000 and pay only cash 
relief to the unemployed instead 
of undertaking useful work, seems 
an unnecessary 
step 
backward. 
The extra 
$2.000,000,000 
could 
hardly break the national credit, 
especially when it will 
go 
for 
purchases that will benefit indus­ 
tries and the national earning. 
On the other side, it is urged in 
the M cCarran am endm ent 
that 
the G overnm ent must adhere 
to 
the "prevailing wage" rule on all 
public work and pay as high 
a 
wage as is being paid in private 
employment. 
In 
practice 
this 
sometimes works 
out 
that 
the 
Governm ent pays a union 
rate 
that is above the rate at 
which 
private employment can actually 
be afforded in 
the 
community. 
Under these circumstances, pub­ 
lic works money can not give re­ 
lief to the maximum num ber. Nor 
can private industry ever take up 
the slack of unemployment. 
Opponents 
of 
the 
"security 
wage" or sustenance paym ent pro­ 
posed by President Roosevelt say 
that a private industry 
offering 
employment at $50 a m onth would 
be charged with peonage and ex­ 
ploitation. Yet with hourly rates 
in industry kept high, part-tim e 
employment may in consequence 
be spread so thin that the monthly 
earnings of many are no better 
than this. 
An analogy to serfdom in 
the 
public work relief is fallacious be­ 
cause there is no effort on 
the 
part of the G overnm ent to keep 
a grip on the worker; rather does 
it welcome his transfer to private 
em ploym ent at a 
better 
wage. 
M oreover, the Governm ent, is not 
seeking to sell the w orker’s pro­ 
duct for a profit; its 
object 
is 
simply to tide him over a bad spot 
with a preservation of hsi self- 
respect. 
The program —without am end­ 
m ent—is neither solely relief nor 
solely public works but a crss be 
tween the two. And this is w hat is 
needed.—C hristian Science M oni­ 
tor.

It was excavated for the Pales­ 
tine Exploration Fund in 1890 by 
H inders Petrie. The excavations 
showed that eight cities succeeded 
each other on the site, then its in­ 
habitants abandoned it in 400 B.

Aids Hebrew Students 
By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON. March 13—The 
newly found inscriptions in 
an ­ 
cient Hebrew which 
date 
back 
to the days of Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba were term ed "one 
of the most valuable contributions 
ever made to Biblical history" to­ 
day by a language expert. 
Dr John P Harrington of the 
Smithsonian Institution said 
the 
inscriptions, found in the south­ 
western corner of Palestine by a 
British archaeological expedition, 
may lead to far-reaching revisions 
of some parts of Biblical history. 
He explained they would add 
greatly not 
only 
to 
historical 
knowledge of Biblical times but 
also to knowledge of the ancient 
Hebrew language, 
which 
went 
out of active use in the dim past. 
Dr. Harrington said even Jesus 
Christ knew Hebrew only 
as 
a 
“dead language,” much as school­ 
boys know Latin today. The spok­ 
en language of C hrist’s tim e was 
Aramaic. 
"The Kingdom of Judah, during 
which the newly found inscrip­ 
tions were w ritten and concern­ 
ing which the Book of Kings in 
the Bible relates 
flourished be­ 
tween 900-600 B. C.," 
said 
Dr. 
Harrington. 
"It was the old Kingdom of the 
Jews and from its name in the 
ancient Hebrew 
language 
pro­ 
nounced Yehudah is derived the 
modern word ‘Jew ’. 
"The Hebrew Bible 
has 
been 
transm itted to us as 
copies 
of 
copies in the Hebrew, Aramaic or 
West Syriac, and Greek languages 
and corroboration of its events has 
hitherto come scarcely at all thru 
the finding of ancient archaeolo­ 
gical writings in these languages 
but from Egyptian and 
Babylo­ 
nian sources and 
from 
general 
results of Palestinian archaelogic- 
a I studies. 
"It is therefore of the greatest 
linguistic as well as historical im­ 
portance that 
inscriptions 
have 
been found in the Hebrew lang­ 
uage relating to this central pe­ 
riod of 
ancien

history. 
Every letter of these inscriptions

"Since these inscriptions appear 
in part to be correspondence be­ 
tween the Viceroy and the King 
of Jerusalem , they are surely in 
the high literary Hebrew language 
and every word will be a valuable 
addition to Hebrew dictionaries.”

FOR FLOOD 
DAMAGED 
ROADS COST *22,737 


The cost of emergency repairs 
for division num ber ten highways 
damaged during last weeks’ rec­ 
ord flood will total $22. 737, G. J. 
Phillips, assistant division engin- 
eer’ in charge of maintenance, said 
in a report issued thie week. 
Mr. Phillips m ade estim ates for 
repairs after he had completed a 
tw o-day inspection tour of the di­ 
vision highways to exam ine every 
place where m ajor 
dam age 
re­ 
sulted from high water. 
Since highway 
officials 
were 
prim arily interested in com plet­ 
ing emergency 
repairs 
so 
that 
traffic could move over all routes 
without 
danger, 
m aintenance 
crews last week began work in 
most places. And although by this 
week all repair work had not been 
completed, m otorists were able to 
travel on all division highways by 
W ednesday night. The last 
two 
places to be reopened were Route 
51 at Zalma in the Castor river 
bottoms and Route 51 about three 
miles north of Fisk. More perm a­ 
nent repairs will be m ade later 
on damaged roads. 
Damage to the division highway 
system was not as great as per­ 
sons at first thought, Mr. Phillips 
said. Highway departm ent offici­ 
als account for this, he said, be­ 
cause "as soon as the flood was 
apparent in those places 
where 
damage was expected sand bags 
were placed to retard the velocity 
of the w ater and avoid shoulder 
wash and the loss of earth fills.” 
At these places, however, Mr. 
Phillips reported, w orkers 
were 
unsuccessful in their attem pts to 
prevent damage: 
"Castor River on Route 51 
at 
Zalma cut the highway fill in two 
in three different places on 
the 
river bottoms, displacing approxi­ 
mately 2000 yards of earth. 
St. Francis river cut through 
Route 51 in two different places 
about three miles north of Fisk 
with a loss of approxim ately 4000 
cubic yards of earth at these two 
points. 
"In Butler County on Route 62 
at the Black River bridge 
nyar 
Hendrickson approxim ately 
2000 
yards of earth was lost from the 
side of road fill across the Black 
River bottoms. 
“Black River also did consid­ 
erable damage on Route 53 be­ 
tween Poplar Bluff 
and 
Qulin. 
This highway is built of 9 foot 
concrete slab and 10 foot gravel 
surfacing. The 
gravel 
surfacing 
and earth fill was washed away In 
num erous places where the road 
is subject to 
over-flow 
waters 
from Black River.”

gram in the Senate have written 
Into it the 
"prevailing 
w age" 
amendment, and some sponsors of 
the works policy give it up as lost. 
But when the country has had a 
few weeks to absorb the meaning 
of this vote the reaction upon the 
Senate may well be such as to 
bring a reconsideration. For much 
of the drive for prevailing wages 
is really a drive against work re­ 
lief. There are not votes enough 
to force the prevailing wage. Many 
senators who voted for it are ac­ 
tually seeking a dole system. 
The public should be able 
to 
make a ready choice between a 
dole and work relief. One con­ 
sists of paying out large sums and 
receiving nothing in return. The 
other consists of paying somewhat 
more and having permanent pub­ 
lic improvements to show for the 
investment. 
This investment 
is 
virtually 
impossible under 
a 
prevailing 
wage plan. More than a year of 
experience has shown it to hin­ 
der the private business recovery 
it is intended to help. And sim­ 
ple mathem atics 
will 
show 
it 
would prevent support of the full 
number of persons the Govern­ 
ment should take off the 
relief 
rolls. 
The reason for the impasse is 
an alliance between two groups 
which ordinarily are sworn ene­ 
m ies— and will be again once the 
relief bill is disposed of. In one 
group are those who, 
living 
in 
luxury themselves want to keep 
relief for the jobless down to a 
subsistence “dole” at 
whatever 
price in idleness and misery. In 
the other is the Am erican Feder­ 
ation of Labor, which wants to 
keep high the nominal wage rates 
per hour for its 
own 
members 
1 
even though on 
many 
projects 
that may reduce the num ber of 
hours work available for 
them ­ 
selves and others to zero. 
This is why Senator L . J . Dick­ 
inson of Iowa and other rock -rib ­ 
bed Republicans voted with Sena- 
ton Huey P. “Share-th e-W ealth " 
Long and the pro-labor bloc for 
the M cCarran 
am endm ent— not 
because they wanted to see wages 
kept up but because they thought 
the amendment would defeat the 
bill. Many also apparently sawr an 
opportunity to give the Admin­ 
istration a black 
eye. 
This 
is 
sometimes considered sm art poli­ 
tical strategy, but Raymond Clap­ 
per in the Washington Post, re­ 
calling a Hooverian phrase, calls 
it “playing politics with 
human 
m isery." One wonders 
ii 
these 
senators have any better defense 
fo r voting against their 
convic­ 
tions than have others whom they 
charge with “selling out to San­ 
ta Claus."
